Operating mainly from roof- 
tops. terrorists threw bombs at 
police and military squad cars, 
streetcars, and police and army 
demolition teams baited into po- 
Sition by false bombs planted on 
street curbs and pedestrian 
crossings. 

At one. bomb trap, Communist 
agitators. gathered a crowd of 
more than 100 Chinese by pass- 
ing out anti-British leaflets and 
then, when police arrived, hurled 
two bombs into the middle of 
the crowd. One police inspector 
and six civilians were wounded. 

A suspected terrorist, cap- 
tured in a running fight after 
the .crowd bombing _ incident, 
was arrested and charged with 
attempted murder. He threw a 
third bomo at pursuing police 
but it failed to explode.

France vetoed Britain's first 
bid to enter the market some 
years ago. 

Kiesinger spoke after Foreign} 
Minister Willy Brandt said: ‘‘We 
make no bones to anybody that 
the entry of Britain and other 
EFTA (European Free Trade 
Association) countries is in the 
German interest, both economi- 
cally and politically.” 


ANSWERS OPPOSITION 


Kiesinger responded during al 
major foreign policy debate} 
after a speaker from the opposi- 
tion Free Democratic Party) 
charged ‘that Bonn was _ not 
being tough enough toward 
French President de Gaulle in 
pressing Britain's case. 

“What is needed is a patient 
and cautious policy,’’ the chan- 
cellor said. 

Kiesinger added West Ger- 
many would do everything— 
everything—in our power to 
bring about this unity.” 

Brandt. said in reference to 
French reservations: ‘‘We have 
not shrugged off the arguments 
of the French government but 
are ready with our good offices 
to contribute to reconciling 
viewpoints which still diverge 
strongly.”’ 


BRANDT-APPLAUDED 

There was applause when 
Brandt said the West German 
government wanted talks on 
Britain's entry ‘‘to start soon.” 

The speech came little more 
than a week before a crucial 
meeting of the Common Market 
ministeria} council on applica- 
tions by Britain, Denmark, Nor-;

HE GENERAL BRITISH ATTI- 
tude on. the’ country’s entry 
into the European Common Market 
exhibits a not un-British paradox: 
The country seems to be increas- 
ingly united on the desirability of 
becoming-a—member_of the Euro- 
pean Community, but at the e_same 
time the likelihood of an early ad- 
mittance is seen’ as becoming more 
remote. How these conflicting 
trends will be reconciléd may de- 
‘pend on forthcoming talks, but the 


situation has not been demonstrably ~ 


improved by the recent report of 
the European Commission. _ 
This report notes Britain's eco- 


“nomic problems and the weakness 


of the pound sterling and it is 
apparent that these conditions will 
have to be rectified before the Brit- 
ish application will receive sup= 
port. As*the Economist of London 
says:—‘the: Commission is worried 
that the (Market) would be absorb- 
ing a Britain that has had an awful 
lot of balance of payments crises 
within the past, few years, and 
which the Commission believes ... . 
has not done anything sufficiently 
fundamental since 1964 to remove 
the probability that it is going to 
have more balance of payments 
crises in future”. 

One thing Britain can now claim 
is that'‘all its political segments are 
in agreement on the matter of the 
application. Last week's endoyse- 
ment by the Labor:Party prompted 
the Daily Telegraph to observe that 
“President de Gaulle will not be 


able to say that any representative 


section of British public opinion is. 


now opposed to a sincere and de- 
termined effort to join Europe”. 

But that, of course, is far from 
enough. Prime Minister Wilson has 
frequently emphasized that Britain 
“must enter the Common Market on 
a wave of prosperity, not as a 
hunted debtor seeking any port in 
a storm”. And a wave of prosperity 
is something Britain cannot eonfi- 
dently predict at the moment. 

The position of the British 
pound, not only as a reserve cur- 
rency for the sterling bloc, but also 
as a future component of the conti- 
nental financial structure is .one of 
the main causes of European 
delay. Even West Germany is now 
reported to be reluctant to lead a 

“parade for Britain’s early entry, 
particularly in view of General de 
Gaulle’ ‘Ss continuing opposition. 

‘The best: that can be’ said for 
the present situation is that the 
door has not been banged shut. It 
is still ajar, inviting further nego- 
tiations. The deepening of Britain’s 
economic predicament spurs Lon- 
don’s desire to join the Market, but 
it -also cools Europe’s desire to 
atcept the new partner. That is a 
precarious balance, and at the mo- 
ment it is not tipping in the direc- 
tion of Britain’s membership of the 
group. Mr. Wilson is in somewhat 
the position of a man who needs a 
suit to wear to the tailor’s. His 
Party’s recorded support is gratify- 
ing but not decisive.

Protection for Juvenile Delinquents—or Otherwise? 


DECISION of the Supreme Court of 
Canada has cleared the way for the 
government to proceed with revised 


legislation on the subject of juvenile | 


delinquency. Mr. 
Pennell, the solicitor- 
general, intends to 
consult first with the 
provinces on the sub- 
stance of the new 
proposals since the 
enforcement respon- 


them. 

The British 
Columbia case in 
question arose in 1964 
when David Smith, a juvenile accused of 
driving beyond the speed limit, was tried 
in the ordinary courts and fined $400 by 
a Prince George magistrate. In proceed- 
ing in this fashion. the magistrate held 
that he was exercising a power under the 
Summary Convictions Act to deal with 
an offence against a provincial statute, 
the Motor Vehicle Act..He also took into 
consideration a record of prior convic- 
tions. 

Smith appealed to the Supreme Court 
of British. Columbia, seeking an order to 
quash-the conviction on the ground that 
the magistrate had exceeded his jurisdic’ 
tion by dealing with the “case in this 
mannér/He wes 3 Attor- 
ney-General. then»imtervened but the 

Appeal Court upheld the order on a split 
decision. 


Joint Attack 


The case then went to the Supreme 
Court of Canada, with Quebec and 
Ontario joining British Columbia in’ the 
attack on the Juvenile Delinquents’ Act 
and the federal government defending its 
validity. 

While the case was, of course, decided 
on legal grounds, the controversy in 
British Columbia seems~ also to have 
involved a moral argument. The Federal 
act sets out an offence, namely juvenile 
delinquency, of an umbrella character. 
While it may involve some minor 
infraction, suchas riding a bicycle on 
the sidewalk, it may equally apply to any 
punishable breach of the public law, 
whether defined by a or the 
legislatures. 

Thus it is alleged to carry a stigma; 
perhaps conveying to outsiders a notion 
that the offender- may have committed 
theft or rape when.in fact he was 
disciplined for nothing more than an un- 
important misdemeanor. 

As applied to the actual case, the 
argument is a little curious since British 
Columbia was allegedly attempting to 
protect a youth who evidently wanted 
none of the protection. Eminent lawyers 
on both sides of politics also note that 
the argument is two-edged. Since the 
offence is not specified, the boy who falls 
into»serious trouble is obviously far less 
handicapped in after life than he would 
otherwise be. 

In. any case the B.C. contention is 
considered to be greatly exaggerated. 


These matters are dealt 
comparative secrecy and the question 
which may afterwards arise is gener- 
ally: have there been any convictions 
under the Criminal Code? — to which 
the answer in the case of a juvenile is 
no, 

It is assumed in Ottawa that the true 
motivation of the three provinces is the 
usual sensitivity about jurisdiction, par- 
ticularly where provincial statutes are 
involved: There is, however, sympathy 
with the view that the age limit for 
juveniles, which now varies across the 
country, ought to be made uniform by 
agreement among the governments 
concerned. 


Validity Questioned 

There were two questions before the 
Supreme Court. The first and basic one 
was. whether the Juvenile Delinquents 
Act, inally passed in 1908, is valid 
legislation in relation to the criminal law 

- including the procedure in criminal 
matters (article 91, head 27 of the BNA 
Act). It was the provincial contention 
that it was instead legislation relating to 
the welfare of children; as clarified by 
the Adoption Act case of 1938 or, 
generally, an_infringement of the right 
of the province to impose fines or 
penalties to enforce provincial laws. 
(Section 92, head 15). 

Manifestly, if this argument had been 
upheld the Act would fall to the ground 
and there would be no special protection 
for juveniles anywhere in Canada until, 
presumably, remedial action had been 
taken by the various legislatures. Thus 
the whole business of revision by the 
federal authority was at a standstill until 
the B.C. case had been settled in one 
fashion or another.

There was a second line of attack. 
British Columbia maintained that the 
Act, even if valid, should not operate to 
prevent a juvenile from being prosecuted 
for an offence under the B.C. Motor 
Vehicles Act in accordance with provi- 
sions of the Summary Convictions Act.« 


The Supreme Court found unani- 
mously that criminal law, as usedvin our 
Constitutional Act, means criminal law 
in its widest sense. The power assigned 
to parliament includes the. power to 
make new crimes as well as power to 
enact legislation designed for the preven- 
tion of .crimes. It is the function of 
parliament, not of the courts, to decide 
what legislation is necessary to the 


‘efficient exercise of this plenary jurisdic- 


tion. | 


Even if such legislation does indi- 
rectly affect provincial jurisdiction, the 
question is: whether, in its true nature 
and character, it is legislation genuinely 
enacted in relation to criminal law and 
not legislation which used this guise to 
encroach on provincial fields. 


Intent Sought 


To ascertain the true intent of the 
act, the court looked at the preamble, 
the interpretation section and the opera- 
tive provisions. 

The preamble declares, in somewhat 
old-fashioned language: ‘‘Whereas it is 
inexpedient that youthful offenders 
should be classed or dealt with as 
ordinary criminals, the welfare of the 
community demanding that they should 
onthe contrary be guarded against 
association with crime and criminals, 
and should be subjected to such wise 
care, treatment and control as will tend 


to cheek their evil tendencies and to 
strengthen their better-instincts . . . 

The. interpretation section states that 
care and discipline is to approximate as 
nearly as possiblé that which should be 
given by-parents and that the juvenile 


should be treated not as criminal but as ° 


a misdirected and misguided child. 

To this end various sections provide 
for complete separation from adults at 
any stage. during the enforcement 
process, prohibit confinement at gaols in 
which adults may be imprisoned, require 
trials without publicity, in privacy and, if 
possible, in the judge's. private office, 
and prohibit the publication of a report 
likely to disclose the identity of the 
juvenile. 


Preventive 

The court had no doubt that such 
provisions were essentially intended to 
prevent juveniles from becoming crimin- 
als and that the objectives fell clearly 
within the field of criminal law. It was 
for this reason that parliament: had 
created the offence of delinquency. While 
the legislation, by granting a special sort 
of protection, should enhance welfare, 
the interest of the child was not the sole 
question since there was also involved 
the interest of the community in the 
administration. of justices. ' 

As. to the fall-back position of the 
provincial lawyers, it was based on an 
argument of grammatical construction 
which the judges threw out because it 
would have defeated the whole purpose 
of the Juvenile Delinquents. Act. 

The decision, by no means unexpected 


in Ottawa, is welcomed here because the.

But complete retreat into classi- 
cal, small unit guerrilla war in early 
Phase II style is not called for, almost 
certainly because the Viet Cong military 
and political infrastructure could not 
withstand the shock of total deprivation 
of support from the-‘big brothers,” as 
the enemy’s big units are sometimes 
called in the captured documents. 

Nonetheless, the change in the war's 
pattern should be very great indeed. And 
the failure that the Giap article admits 
by implication, is again very great 
indeed. 


Hysterical Fiaapention 


Failure, it must be stressed, is 
admitted by implication only. For 
thousands upon thousands of words, with 
almost hysterical exaggeration, the Giap 
article claims all sorts of. “surging 
successes” but no general whose every 
tmhove has been “a surging success” 
radically” changes the orders to the 

troops. And that is what Gen, Giap has 
basically done. 

This change is indicated by a revieian 
in the old formula for the big-unit war. 
This tormula was “preparing for pro- 
tracted war while seeking victory in the 
shortest possible timei’’ ‘Victory in the 
shortest possible time’ was defined as a 
Dienbienphu-like success, resulting from 
the “annihilation of an entire American 
brigade ot even an American battalion.”” 

As can be seen, military common 
sense has long called for a change in this 
over-ambitious troop structure which 


a 


North Vietnam could no lorigér support. 
The troop structure was put in place to 
“seck victory in the shortest possible 
time.’ But that phrase, so endlessly 
repeated in the past, is conspicuously 
absent from the Giap articles. Instead, 
the article, while claiming all sorts of 
Victories except the one kind of victory 
the old formla demanded, speaks only 
and often of “protracted war’’ lasting 
“up to 20 years.” A virtue. is made of 
this grim necessity, as follows: 


“The longer the fight, the more 
mature our forces.’ = 
The key role of the manpower 


difficulty is indicated again and again by 
the repeated remark that ‘our country is 
small and not very populous.”” The 
theme is stressed again and again that 
“to defeat the enemy, the armed forces 
must have a certain number of troops 
and at the same-time be of high quality. 
(But) of these two aspects, special 
emphasis must be laid upon quality.” 


Significant 


Other solid points of great signifi- 
cance can be extracted from the vast 
morass of verbiage in the Giap article, 
For example, besides laying far more 
emphasis than the earlier documents on 


classical guerrilla fighting and the -, 


“political struggle, ” the article places 
very special emphasis on the kind of 
operations conducted by the small but 
troublesome enemy sapper units. This 
means, in effect, much more strenuous 
efforts to put rockets and mortars on 
Danang and’other vulnerable points. 

But the essence of the article, 
nonetheless, is the message that the big 
unit War can no longer be continued on 
the former scale, There is speculation 
that Gen. Giap began to take this view 
rather early, but was only able to carry 
the day in the central committee when 
the terrible increase in the manpower 
bill converged with the death of the chief 
spropenent of the big war, the former 
North Vietnamese commander—in the 
South, Gen. Nguyen Chi Thanh.

Che Ignored Own Rules 
In Bolivian Adventure 


Che Guevara, dead at 39 in 
the Bolivian jungle, was in 
this age of the guerrilla the 
true revolutionary of the 
Western ‘world, 

More than his fellow guer- 
rilla fighter Fidel Castro, 
whom he helped win the 
Cuban war, Guevara believed 
in‘ violent revolution asthe 
only path to redemption of 
Latin America, and even the 
world. : 

Guevara was more brilliant 
as a tactician than as a 
theortician but his hyper- 
Marxist philosophy had great 
impact on youth — frustrated 
with the continent's : stagna- 
tion, Che said simply that 
U.S. domination of Latin 
America corrupted and 
thwarted it; that North; 
American. domination could 
end only in violence. 

“Let the flag under which 
we fight be the sacred cause 
of redeeming humanity,”’ he 
said, and with that he would 
quit the wordage and com- 
mence to fight. 

After the startling Cuban 
victory in 1959, Che tried to 
settle down as Castro's cen- 
tral banker, then as industries 
minister. But by all the 
evidence, Guevara was too 
revolutionary either for Cas- 
tro or. his Soviet creditors. 
Soon Guevara returned to 
guerrilla warfare. 


Africa, Vietnam 


From. March 21, 1965 until 
last Monday, no one could 
prove even that Che was alive 
or dead,. but in retrospect it 
seems that he dabbled. in 
Africa ‘and perhaps Vietnam 
before taking up his pro- 
claimed ambition of inflaming 
the Andes. 

In January of this year 
Regis Debray, disciple of 
Guevara and Castro, wrote in 
“Revolution in the Revolu- 
tion?”’: 

“When Comrade- Che 
Guevara once again took up 
insurrectional work, he 
accepted on an international 
level the consequences of the 
line of action which Fidel 
Castro... is the incarnation. 

“When Che Guevara re- 
appears; it is hardly risky to 
assert that it will be as the 
head of a guerrilla movement, 
as its unquestioned political 
and military leader.” “ 

Guevara's own copy of the 
Debray book was captured in

Guevara's- handbook has 
beer carried into battle by 
leftwing plotters in Venezuela, 
Columbia, Peru’ and Guate- 
mala sincé he wrote it in 1960, 
transcribing. the experiences 
of the Cuban Sierra’-Maestra. 

“The guerrilla preferably 
should be an inhabitant.of the 
area,”’ he said, but Guevara 
brought half a dozen high- 
ranking Cubans down to 
domineer the Bolivian peasant 
recruits. 

“The guerrilla fighter ‘must 
risk his life ......but he must 
be cautious and never expose 
himself unnecessarily, .... He 
must ~be silent,” said 
Guevara. But he published a 
letter in Havana that all’ but 
pinpointed“him in Bolivia. 

“The guerrilla fighter. must 
haye a health of -iron.which 
allows” him to resist J >). 
adversities without falling ill,” 
said Guevara. But his life-long 
asthma slowed him so in the 
jungle steam that he report- 
edly had to be carried in the 
flight from pursuing troops. 

Debray quotes Guevara as 
an authority in warning 


against establishment of a 
defence perimeter by the guer- 
rillas, yet Guevara's -force 


launched its Bolivian operation 
by buying a farm. 

However the basic question 
that insurrectionist will ask 
around the hemisphere will be 
whether’ or not Bolivia was 
the right place to launch a 
revolution. 

In the end it may turn out 
that Guevara misinterpreted 
the revolutionary temper of 
the people he was trying to 
lead. Reports indicated _ that 


Che was genuinely astonished 
at the lack of dedication on 
the—-part- of the Bolivian 
peasants. The future of the 
guerrila movements-in 
Bolivia and Venezuela will 
provide clues to this question. 

Guevara was ‘born in Argen- 
tina on June 14, 1928. He took 
a medical degree in his native 


Argentina in 1953 but never 
took up practice, preferring 
the itinerant life of .a con- 


spirator in search of a 
revolution, 

While the Castro. brothers 
and Guevara prepared the 
invasion of Cuba, Che married 
the Peruvian conspirator 
Hilda Gadea, with Raut Cas- 
tro as best+man, in Mexico 
City. 

She bore him’ a_ daughter 
but later the couple was 
divorced and Guevara mar- 
ried a Cuban school teacher. 
The two wives and daughter 
still live in Cuba. 

While Che was thére he 
formally adopted Cuban citi- 
zenship and incorporated the 
Argentine-slang Che — ‘‘Mac”’ 
—'as part of his name. 


Left Desk 


In early 1965 Che left his 
industries. ministry desk to 
tour Africa — where one of. 
his more. notable speeches 


_caHed for the Soviet Union 


to ‘subsidize the underdevel- 
oped with interest-free loans. 

Soon after his return to 
Havana Guevara disappeared. 
Nine months later Castro read 
a letter from Che in which he 
renounced his citizenship and 
said he had departed for other 
revolutionary calls. The letter 
seemed to imply criticism of 
Castro. : 

Castro is trying to ‘build 
Cuba's farm potential in 
domestic peace, but Che was 
for industrialization — and not 
at all for ‘peace. 

Debray, in his book, at one 
point criticizes an audacious 
tactic of Guevara in the 
Cuban war as premature. Che 


seemed a little hurt by that, 


‘adding in the margin: “To 
climb Mt. Everest is prema- 
ture aspiration also, until you 
learn the way — the learning, 
that is the action.” 

Che was a romantic guer- 
rilla-who died fighting. One of 
his axioms covered that also. 
“Never: take prisoners,"’ he 
sait. :

This is 
what happened with Nancy 
Beckett of Toronto, who's 
been helping me out around 
the office for thé last few 
weeks. Nancy lasted one year 
teaching French at, a high 


school; now she’s out of the 


school system, and she doen't 
think she'll ever go back, 
Let’s have a_ conversation 
with Nancy. 

Q. What drove you out of 


teaching? 
A. The_ exact situation 
Frarces describes in her 


letter. A whole year of: trying 
to force students to learn 
something they hated and 
could see no meaning in—just 
so they could pass a set of 
memory-work exercises they 
call examinations. 
= 

Q..I'm sad to hear students 
“hate” French; it's a beauti- 
ful language. which opens the 
door to some of the world's 
greatest literature. But if they 
do in fact hate it, they 
shouldn't be forced to learn it, 
can’t be forced to learn it; 
people can't be forced to learn 
anything. Would you agree? 
A. Certainly, Learning for 
an examination, and only for 
an examination, is worse than 
useless. The students not only 
forget what they crammed—as 
soon as they've written the 
paper; they also aquire a life- 


long hatred for whatever it 
was they were forced to 
study. Besides, I wouldn't 


blame them in the slightest 
for hating French the way it 
is presently taught. 

It’s not a spoken language 
or a literature to our 
students; it’s a let of picky 
grammar rules to memorize 
and apply, it’s hundreds of 
pages of “vocabulary” to sit 
down and memorize, - it’s 
involved constructions to 
translate, translate, translate 
into a French that was stilted 
-and-archaic a hundred years 
ago. The methods and courses 
of study seem to have been 
invented with a view to taking 
as much joy as possible out of 
learning another language. 

e 


Q. There are students who 


really do want to learn 
French. What’ the best way to 
teach them? My feeling _is 
that for—this and other 
academic subjects, the school 
should be abolished com- 
pletely. Let. the students who 
want to learn French go to 
the teacher’s house, and let 
him or her do the 
there. Would that work? 

A. That's good. But 
student really wants to learn 


French, does he needa} 
teacher at all? He certainly 
shouldn't be going to one | 


whose native tongue is Eng- 
lish. The only way to learn a 
language is by spending some 
time—at least a year—in a 
country or district where that 
language is spoken. It 
wouldn’t: be too difficult for 
Ontario. students to go to, let 
us say, Quebec City. Of 
course, the ideal thing would 
be to go to France itself, and 
be surrounded by people 
who can’t or won't speak a 


word of English. They'd have | 


to use their French or starve. 
In ‘six months they'd 
talking quite confidently.

Q. What's wrong with the 
high schools generally? I think 
they're hofrible places, with 
all the rules and the regi- 
mentation and the paperwork 
and the terribly ‘sullen, de- 
pressing atmosphere — force, 
force, force; fear, fear, fear. 
Does it hit ‘teachers that 
way? 


A, I think most would say 
yes. There’s not a teacher 
who comes into the building 
happy and eager to begin the 
day, or who is sorry to see 
the end of the last class. We 
are pitifully glad when Friday 
afternoon comes and we have 
a whole two days -before the 
battle begins again. But I feel 
there is something tragically— 
Wrong with a system. that pits 
human beings against each 
other and requires one (the 
teacher) to. “control” the 
other—i,--by persuasion, 
threats, or outright force. 


“What does _ controlling 
Students have to do with 
education? That’s not a 
féacher's job. A teacher's job 
is to give instruction in his 
field of specialization to those 
who want to learn. He's not a 
norsemaid or a. jailer or a 
elerk; but under. our. present 
system he wastes 90 per cent 
of his time and energy filling 
those and other equally 
demeahing roles. 


Q. Do you see any way to 
change this? How can we 
make schools into places 
where students can really 
learn, and teachers can really 
teach? 


A. If I knew the answer to 
that, I'd still be teaching. But 
I think, first and foremost, 
that the students should be 


made free—free to choose 
their subjects (and their 
teachers), free to attend. or 


not, as they wish. Why should 
they practically be shot if they 
skip a class? And secondly, 
I'd like to see the whole 
emphasis on examinations and 
achievement done away with. 
The school should be a place 
of learning, where the 
students are exposed to the 
whole body of Western 
culture, to absorb as much of 
it as they can or want to—not 
to spout back on a piece of 
paper, but to benefit them- 
selves as individuals.

A Comparison 


The comparison may seem 
odd, but what is being thought 
and said by French-Canadians 


today is not that much 
different from what’ is: being 
thought and said by the 
American Negro, by the 


African in Africa, by the West 
Indian in the West Indies and 
by the Indian and the Metis in 
northern Canada. 


It is a. simple matter of 
rights human, economic, 
and political and in many 
ways the French-Canadian 


feels that for too long he has 
been no better off than many 
other of the world’s second 
class. citizens, wedged into 
Quebee and isolated by lan- 
guage from the rest of. the 
country. 

Unless he speaks English, 
he must be born, live out his 
life and: die in the French 
“ghetto” of Quebec. If- he 
wishes to move to any other 
part of Canada, he must give 
up the birthright of his 
language in order to make a 
living, to-order a meal or a 
gallon of gas. 

The immediate reaction of 
the English Canadian is that 
traditional one so what? 


This is an English-speaking 
country so speak English. 
To this, the Quebecer’ 


replies that Canada is-not,-in 
facet, an English-speaking 


country. It_is a’ bilingual and a 
bicultural country, made up 
primarily of two peoples with 


two widely divergent back- 
grounds that history: — for 
better or for worse = has 
welded into one. 

This, at least, is the idea. It 


is the. basis for the battle ery 
of the new Quebecor, of both 
English and French extrac- 
tion; one flag,-one people, two 
languages. 


So far, Quevecers feel that 
only lip service has been paid 
to that concept to’ their 
mind, that absolute essential 


- of a truly united Canada. 

Even in their own province, 
they “were ‘forced to speak 
English. to make. a living 
under a-ruling English Cana- 
dian minority. Today, the 
winds of change are chill for 
the remnants of that minority. 

In -the vast majority of 
cases applicants for jobs from 
-Simple_ clerks to high-priced 
executives must be com- 
pletely bilingual. Far-sighted 
executives are taking crash 
and, total immersion courses 
in French conversation. 

The more militant French 
progressivists frequently 
refuse to speak anything but 
French “to: ~~ Efiglish-speaking 
Quebecers. Except in isolated 
instances, this is not.an act of 
malice. It is simple a pointed 
way of saying: 


Give and Take 


“Speak to me*in French and 
T will speak to you in English. 
Honor my background and my 
right as a Canadian and I will 
honor yours. Without this give 


and take, we cannot com- 
municate.""

In some parts of the world, ‘mining the ocean’’ is well 
established at profitable pace. So far, the one very interesting 
B.C. discovery falls short of commercial possibilities, and 
whatever remains to be found is anybody's guess.

In thé development of underwater technology there are 
great physical barriers to be overcome, particularly where 
deep water is involved. ; 

In this respect the petroleum industry has been and 
continues to be a pioneer with its rapidly expanding offshore 
oil and gas exploration programs in various parts of the 
world under a variety of conditions. 

More than any other industry, this one has contributed 
technological and oceanographic knowledge to the world that 
might otherwise be undiscovered for many more years. 

E Some of the areas of development could be applied quite 
directly to mining techniques, according to engineers studying 
the submarine problems to be solved: : 


* * * 


Deep water access might be achieved through the use of 
small, man-carrying submarine craft, it has been suggested, 
especially where diving by conventional or scuba methods 
would -be-Himited-and-hazardous— 

Another proposat has been to use diving bells or 
variations of the bell principle to permit lengthier, safer 
access to the ocean floor’. 

Another major problem is the source of power to operate 
machinery in deep water, which by current methods is both 
cumbersome and costly. 

Last week the annual .méeting of the Society of 
Petroleum Engineers of the American Institute of Mining, 
Metallurgical and Petroleum Engineers was told nuclear 
energy and offshore drilling technology could be combined. 

Nuclear plants are available now but in the wrong size 
for such a purpose, said F. C. Johnson, a senior engineer 
with Cameron Iron Works, Inc., formerly with the U.S. navy 
nuclear program. 

A pressurized water reactor might be built in a package 
10 feet-wide and eight feet high, including lead shielding, 
having a life of five to ten years. It could be available in three 
years’ time, he said. ; 

A rig so powered might be allowed to sink to the ocean 
floor and conduct its drilling from there, perhaps in the initial 
form of a submarine capable of operating at 400 feet depth. 

But the first step toward this might take the form of 
separate nuclear power to provide the tremendous force 
needed to operate blowout preventers that control the great 
pressures exerted through drilling deep formations. 

Later, nuclear. energy ‘could power both. ocean floor 
equipment and all other machinery used in the drilling of 
wells, Mr. Johnson said.

We remembered that in our 
childhood, there were gnarled 
and climb-inviting apple trees 
in most city gardens,-That-the 
fruit was. carefully picked in 
the golden, season and stored 
in attics, And that these same 
attics were warm and sweet 
with the apple smell. 

We thought of the bowls of 
apples that stood on most 
dining room sideboards within 
easy reach, of young hands 
whenever ‘there was an urge 
to crurich and to eat.

apple in our hands or in our

There were apples~ at 
Christmas, polished until they 
shone deep red under candle- 
light and piled high in baskets 
and bowls with walnuts and 
ferns for’ anyone to take as 
they passed. 

And at Halloween! We 
remembered ducking for the 
elusive fruif, 
away just when we. were sure 
we had it. We giggled and 
splashec and our long. braids 
and curl; got soaked every 
year until.at last we grew too 
old for braids and curls. 

Then we had a new game. 
We peeled? our apples round 
and round, trying to get the 
longest possible piece of skin. 
This we threw over a shoulder 
and the initial it formed on 
the floor was that of the man 
we would someday marry. 
The event seemed remote but 
the prophecy was very 
important. 

Small wonder that we were 
willing to give apples such 
magic power for throughout 
our school vears the ones we 
found in legerid and story were 
far from ordinary.

One More Channel to Cross... 


HE GENERAL BRITISH ATTI- 
tude on the country’s—entry 
into the European Common Market 
exhibits a not un-British paradox: 
The country seems to be increas- 
ingly united on the desirability of 
becoming a member of the Euro- 
pean Community, but at the same 
time the likelihood of an early ad- 
mittance is seen as becoming more 
remote. How these conflicting 
trends will be reconciled may de- 
pend on forthcoming talks, but the 
situation has not been demonstrably 


improved by the recent report of 


the European Commission. 

This report notes. Britain’s eco- 
nomic problems and the weakness 
of. the pound sterling and it is 
apparent ‘that these conditions will 
have to be rectified before the Brit- 
ish application will” receive sup- 
port. As the Economist of London 
says: “the Commission is worried 
that the (Market) would be absorb- 
ing a Britain that has had an awful 
lot of balance of payments crises 
within the past few years, and 
which. the Commission believes . . 
has not done anything, sufficiently 
fundamental since 1964 to remove 
the probability that it is going to 
have more. balance of payments 
crises in future”. 

One thing Britain can now claim 
is that all its political segments are 
in agreement on the matter of the 
application. Last week’s endorse- 
ment by the Labor Party prompted 
the Daily Telegraph to observe that 
“President de Gaulle will not be 


able to say that any representative 
section- of British public opinion’ is 
now opposed to a sincere and de- 
termined effort to join Europe”. 

But that, of course, is far from 
enough. Prime Minister Wilson has 
frequently emphasized that Britain 
“must enter the Common Market on 
a wave of prosperity, not as a 
hunted debtor seeking any port in 
a storm”, And a wave of prosperity 
is something Britain cannot confi- 
dently predict at the moment. 3 

The position of the British 
‘pound, not only as a reserve cur- 
rency for the sterling bloc, but also 
as a future component of the conti- 
nental financial structure is one of 
the ‘main causes of European 
delay. Even West Germany is now 
reported to be reluctant to lead a 
parade for Britain’s early entry, 
particularly in view of General de 
Gaulle’s continuing opposition. 

The best that can be said: for 
the present situation is that the 
door has not been banged shut. It 
is still ajar, inviting further nego- 
tiations. ‘The deepening of Britain’s 
economic predicament spurs. Lon- 
don’s desire to join the Market, but 
it also cools Europe’s desire to 
accept the new partner. That is a 
precarious balance, and at the mo- 
ment it is not tipping in the direc- 
tion of Britain’s membership of the 
group. Mr. Wilson is in somewhat 
the position of a man who needs a 
suit to wear to the tailor’s. His 
Party’s recorded support is gratify- 
ing but not decisive.

gained from. a defensive move now

Such a move would be unprece- 
dented in American political party 
history and could bar delegates from 
such key states as New York and 
California where “Dump Johnson” 
groups threaten to dominate the 
Democratic slates. It is a reflection, 
however, of the low standing of the 
President in the political popularity 
polls. 

By no means all (or perhaps even 
most) of the opposition to the John- 
son candidacy from the professional 
politicians is on high moral grounds. 
A number of the pros are simply 
worried that with the President’s 
Vietnam policy under strong attack 
from all sides, his continued leader- 
ship of the party will almost guaran-

Rcounts MAY SLIGHTLY 
alter the 11-seat margin of vic- 
tory for Premier Ross Thatcher in 
Saskatchewan, but his Liberal gov- 
ernment clearly has retained office 
with increased strength. Mr. That- 
cher may take full satisfaction from 
that, although the percentage in- 
crease in the Liberals’ popular vote 
was paralleled by the CCF, which is 
only one percentage point behind. 

On the basis of the arithmetic of 
the polls, 46 per cent of the electors 
approved the administration's record 
and Mr. Thatcher’s attack on the

Given the heavy ex- 
pense of winning 4 nomination and 
the even greater expense of cam- 
paigning, a threat from the national 
committee to withhold election funds 
is potent. 

With almost a year to go before 
campaigning begins in earnest, a lot 
could happen to change the present 
American political picture. But if 
Mr. Johnson is unable to bring the 
Vietnam war to a satisfactory con- 
clusion, or to win wider public sup- 
port for his war policy, and if it is 
necessary to raise taxes and to cut 
even more deeply into federal wel- 
fare and other programs, the Demo- 
cratic Party may be badly split by 
election. time.

The British 
Columbia case in w te 
question arose in 1964 


when David Smith, a juvenile acctued of 
driving beyond the speed limit, was tried 
in the ordinary courts and fined $400 by 
a Prince George magistrate. In proceed- 
ing in this fashion. the magistrate held 
that he was exercising a power under the 
Summary Convictions Act to deal with 
an offence against a provincial statute, 
the Motor Vehicle Act. He also took into 
consideration a record of Prior convic- 
tions. 

Smith appealed to the Supreme Court 
of British Columbia, seeking an order to 
quash_the-eonviction_on_the_ground_that 
the magistrate had exceeded his jurisdic- 
tion by dealing with the case in this 
manner. He was successful, The At 
ney-General then intervened ~ but 
Appeal Court upheld the order on a split 
decision. 


Joint Attack 


The case then went to the Supreme 
Court of Canada, with Quebec and 
Ontario joining British Columbia in the 
attack on the Juvenile Delinquents’ Act 
and the federal government defending its 
validity. 

While the case was, of course, decided 
on legal grounds, the controversy in 
British Columbia seems also to have 
involved a moral argument. The Federal 
act sets out an offence, namely juvenile 
delinquency, of an umbrella character. 
While it may. involve some - minor 
infraction, such as riding a bicycle on 
the sidewalk, it may equally apply to any 
punishable breach of the public law, 
whether defined by parliament or the 
legislatures.

These matters are dealt--with-*in 
comparative secrecy and the question

Validity Questioned

matters (article 91, head 27 of the BNA 
Act), It was the provincial contention 
that it was instead legislation relating to 
the welfare of children, as clarified by 
the Adoption Act case of 1938 or, 
generally, an infringement of the right 
of the province to impose fines or 
penalties to enforce provincial laws. 
(Section 92, head 15). 

Manifestly, if this argument had been 
upheld the Act would fall to the ground 
and there would be no special protection 
for juveniles anywhere in Canada until, 
presumably, remedial action had been 
taken by the various legislatures. Thus 
the whole business of revision by the 
federal authority was at a standstill until 
the B.C. case had been settled in one 
fashion or another.

Protection for Juvenile Delinquents—or Otherwise? 


' ‘There was a second line of attack. 
British Columbia maintained that the 
Act, even if valid, should not operate to 
prevent a juvenile from being prosecuted 
for an offence under the B.C. Motor 
Vehicles Act in accordance with provi- 
sions of the*Summary Convictions Act. 


The. Supreme Court found unani- 
mously that criminal law, as used in our 
Constitutional Act, means.criminal law 
in its widest sense. The power assigned 
to parliament includes the power, to 
make new crimes as well as power to 
enact legislation designed for the preven- 
tion of crimes. It is the function of 
parliament, not of the courts, to decide 
what legislation is necessary to the 
efficient exercise of this plenary jurisdic- 
tion, 

Even if such legislation does indi- 
rectly affect provincial jurisdiction, the 
question is whether, in its true nature 
and character, it is legislation genuinely 
enacted in relation to criminal law and 
not legislation which used this guise to 
encroach on provincial fields. 


Intent Sought 


To ascertain the true intent of the 
act> the court looked at the preamble, 
the interpretation section and the opera- 
tive provisions. 

The preamble declares, in somewhat 
old-fashioned language: ‘‘Whereas it is 
inexpedient that youthful offenders 
should be classed or dealt with as_ 
ordinary criminals, the welfare of the 
community demanding that they should 
on the contrary be guarded against 
association with crime and criminals, 
and should be subjected to such wise 
care, treatment and control as‘ will tend 


to check their evil tendencies and to 
strengthen their better instincts .. ." 


The interpretation section states that _ 


care and discipline is to approximate as 
nearly as possible. that which should be 
given by parents and that the juvenile 
should be treated not as criminal but as 
a misdirected and misguided child. 

To this end various sections provide 
for complete separation from adults at 
any stage during the ‘enforcement ° 
process, prohibit confinement at gaols in 
which adults may be imprisoned, require 
trials without publicity, in privacy and, if 
possible, in the judge's private office, 
and prohibit the publication of a report 
likely. to disclose the identity of the 
juvenile. 


Preventive 

The court had no doubt that such 
provisions were essentially intended to 
prevent juveniles from becoming crimin- 
als and that the objectives fell clearly 
within the field of criminal law. It was 
for this reason that parliament. had 
created the offence of delinquency. While 
the legislation, by granting a special sort 
of protection, should enhance welfare, 
the interest of the child was not the sole 
question sincethere--was:-also involve 
the interest of the community in the 
administration of justices. 

As to the fall-back position of the 
provincial lawyers, it was based on an 
argument of grammatical construction 
which the judges threw out because it 
would have deféated the whole purpose 
of the Juvenile Delinquents Act. 

The decision, by no means unexpected 
in Ottawa, is welcomed here because the 
general effect is to strengthen the 
federal jurisdiction in matters pertaining 
to criminal law and procedure.

But complete retreat into classi- 
cal, small unit guerrilla war in early 
Phase II style is not called for, almost 
certainly because the Viet Cong military 
and political infrastructure could not, 
withsiand the shock of total deprivation 
of. support from the ‘‘big brothers,”’ as 
the. enemy’s big units are. sometimes 
called in the captured documents. 

Nonetheless, the change in the war's 
pattern should be very great indeed. And 
the failure that the Giap article admits 
‘by implication, is again very great 
indeed. 


Hysterical Exaggeration 


Failure, it must be stressed, is 
admitted by implication only. For 
thousands upon thousands of words, with 
almost hysterical exaggeration, the Giap 
afticle claims all sorts of ‘surging 
successes” but no general whose every 
move has been “‘a surging success’’ 
radically changes the orders to the 
troops. And that is what Gen. Giap has 
basically done. 

This change is indicated by a revision 
fn the old formula for the big unit war, 
This formula was “preparing for pro- 
tracted war while seeking victory in the 
shortest possible time." ‘Victory in the 
shortest possible time'' was defined as a 
Dienbienphu-like success, resulting from 
the “annihilation of an entire American 
brigade or even an American battalion.” 

As can be seen, military common 
sense has-long called-for_a-chenge-in-thia— 
over-ambitious troop structure which 


North Vietnam could no longer support. 
The troop structure was put in place to 
“gesk victory in the shortest possible 
time.” . But. that phrase, .so— endlessly 
repeated in the past, is conspicuously 
absent from the Giap articles. Instead, 
the article, while claiming all sorts of 
Victories except the one kind of victory 
the old formla demanded, speaks only 
and often of “protracted war'’ lasting 
“up to 20 years.’ A virtue is made of 
this grim necessity, as follows: 

“The longer the fight, the more 
mature our forces.” 

The “key ~role~~of “the manpower 
difficulty is indicated again and again by 
the repeated remark that ‘‘our country is 
small and not very populous.” The 
theme is stressed again and again that 
“to defeat the enemy, the armed forces 
must have a certain number of troops 
and at the same time be of high quality. 
(But) of these two aspects, special 
emphaais must be laid upon quality.” 


Significant 

Other solid points of great signifi- 
cance can be extracted from the vast 
morass of verbiage in the Giap article, 


For example, besides laying far more * 


emphasis than the earlier documents on 
classical guerrilla 


very special emphasis.on the kind of 
operations conducted by the small but 
troublesome enemy sapper units, This 
means, in effect, much more strenuous 
efforts to put rockets and mortars on 
Danang and other vulnerable points. 

But the essence of the article, 
nonetheless, is the message that the big 
unit war can no longer be continued on 
the former scale. There is speculation 
that Gen, Giap began to take this view 
rather early, but was only able to carry

At 10:13 this ‘morning, 
Friday the 13th there were 13 
people serving customers in 
the Bank of Montreal at Fort 
and Richmond.

After the fruitless chase of 
the robber, Mr. Dunfield 
returned to the. bank and 
locked the door until every- 
thing was sorted out. 

After an interval it may 
have been 13. minutes the 
manager decided to re-open, 
But ‘the door lock was stuck. 
On_top_of_everything—else—-he 
had to call for a locksmith. 


It was the second robbery of 
the bank branch in a year and a 
half. Three masked men made 
off with $18,157 Feb. 18, 1966.
